Senhor Leao, the new civil governor,

He told them that he intrusted the 
maintenance of o rder to them, adding: 
"Resp ect all p ublic and p rivate p rop ­ 
erty and the lives of all p ersons who­ 
ever they may he. 
The rep ublic is 
generous and magnanimous.” 
1 he p eop le cheered loud ami long. 
No p rop erty was attacked. The banks 
were guarded by sailors. 
The bom­ 
bardment by the warship s did much 
damage, esp ecially to the government 
offices and the Necesseidades p alace. 
The tower of the p alace church is 
down. 
Many p eop le, mostly onlookers 
or p assersby, were killed or wounded 
in the lower town by the bombard­ 
ment. 
The number of deaths is esti­ 
mated at about 100, while the wounded 
number many more. 
During the earlier fighting, which 
lasted many hours, and went on for 
four or five hours in total darkness, 
the 
revolutionists 
were 
sometimes 
checked and retired from their p osi­ 
tions in the Avenida Le Liberia, but 
they made a detour in the direction of 
Mon Santo, returning up on the center 
of the city. It was ap p arently the suc­ 
cess of this movement that induced 
the loyalists to abandon the defense.

BIG JOB AHEAD 


New Government Faces Monumental 


T ask in Cleaning Up. 


London, Oct. 
6.—Although details 
are meager and conflicting, disp atches 
received from a variety of sources in 
Lisbon make it clear that the revolu­ 
tion has been successful, and a rep ub­ 
lican form of government under the 
p residency of Theop hile Braga has 
been p roclaimed. 
King Manuel, ac­ 
cording to the most circumstantial ac­ 
count, took refuge first, with the tacit 
consent of the revolutionary leaders, 
on board the Brazilian warship Sao 
Paulo, which was lying in the harbor. 
He remained there but a short time 
and. feeling unsafe, he took a motor 
boat to Cascaes. about a dozen miles 
distant, and remained there until the 
arrival of the British cruiser Newcas­ 
tle Wednesday afternoon. 
He went 
aboard her and sailed for a destination 
variously stated to be Gibraltar, San 
Sebastian and England. 
All accounts agree that the revolt 
began early Tuesday morning. 
It was 
a p rem ature outbreak, caused by the 
murder of Prof. Bombarda by an army 
officer. 
The navy was rep resented by 
two warship s in the harbo r and led by 
Admiral 
Reis, 
retired, 
these ship s 
op ened hostilities. 
A large’section of j 
the troop s co-op erated with the war­ 
ship s. 
Considerable force remained 
loyal to the king and fought desp er­ 
ately against the insurgents for many 
hours. 
About 8 ,000 citizens joined in j 
the revolutionary attack, and the cas- j 
ualties were severe. 
There is no re­ 
liable information on this p oint, but 
j 
one disp atch p laces the number killed j 
at 100. 
The p alace was bombarded by the 
warship s with deadly effect, but only 
for ten minutes, when the red and 
green rep ublican flag is said to have 
been hoisted. 
The leaders of the revolutionary p ar­ 
ty rep ressed all attacks on p rop erty 
and unnecessary ex cesses, and the 
latest disp atches say that good order 
p revails. 
Altogether It ap p ears to 
have been one of the quickest, clean­ 
est and most businesslike revolutions 
of modern times. 
It is necessary to 
p oint out that, it is by no means certain 
that the revolt is a p ermanent success. 
The p rovinces are more loyal than 
Lisbon, and they have not yet been 
heard from.
